q Tenant Protections & Rent Control 

A new report by Public Counsel and the UCLA 
School of Law highlights the connection between the 
county's lack of tenant protections and its increased 
rates of homelessness. The temporary rent control 
ordinance, which was approved by the LA County 
Board of Supervisors in November 2018 is, set to 
expire on December 31 2019. As more than a half million renters have been 
evicted in Los Angeles County over the past 8 years, county supervisors are being 
called on to adopt permanent rent control measures. Pamela Agustin, an organizer 
with Eastside LEADS and the Unincorporated Tenants United Coalition added that 
in order for tenants to " truly feel secure, they need long-term protections that 
only a permanent rent stabilization ordinance can bring ". Gaining housing 
security for people at risk of homelessness in Los Angeles County is as critical as 
ever.

Last month, numerous members from the Oscar Joel Bryant Foundation (OJB) 
contacted their board of directors to voice their concerns regarding the May 2019 
Thin Blue Line cover. As a board, we reached out to the Los Angeles Police 
Protective League (LAPPL) to discuss the concerns our members had with the 
cover. We did not address the related article about the spike in shootings within 
South Los Angeles as neither the OJB board, nor the members we spoke with, 
expressed concerns with the LAPPL’s description of the role they wished to play 
in combatting the violence. Given that the majority of our members w ere 
residents or are currently residing in South Los Angeles, we fully support all 
efforts in reducing violence in our community. 
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Due to the number of calls and texts we each received, we elected to send out a 
survey to determine how much of the overall OJB membership felt similarly. 
Upon closing the survey, we met with the LAPPL and shared the results. As your 
board, we felt it was our responsibility to share your thoughts with the LAPPL, 
because our sworn members are also their members. 

The link below will allow you to see the end results of the survey. The LAPPL has 
expressed to us that they in no way intended to publish a cover that could be 
perceived as offensive by their members or members of the community. We will 
continue to maintain these open lines of communication with the LAPPL in an 
effort to educate one another and act as professional organizations with similar 
missions, which is to ensure that our members are treated fairly and as equals.

LAPD’s Harbor Division jail will open at last — a decade after work on the then state-of-the-art facility was 
first completed. 

Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti’s record-breaking, $10.6 billion budget, which passed Wednesday, May 
23, includes funds for upgrading and staffing the jail in San Pedro. 

With the facility shuttered, Harbor Division officers have long been forced to take those they arrested to the 
77th LAPD Division for booking, removing patrol officers from the streets during the time it took to make 
those trips. 

But with money in the budget for necessary upgrades, the facility is now targeted to open early next year. 

“This is a landmark," said Mona Sutton, a San Pedro business owner who heads up the Community-Police 
Advisory Board and helped lead the grassroots portion of the fight to open the jail. “Such a huge win for our 
community. 

“It’s going to be a (police) force multiplier,” Sutton added. 

The jail will also serve Wilmington, Harbor City and Harbor Gateway, all communities within the 15th City

A MESSAGE FROM THE OJB BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

To our members: 

This afternoon, the Los Angeles Police Protective League (LAPPL) 
sent a letter out to its 10,000 members making statements regarding 
the Oscar Joel Bryant Foundation (OJB) and the May 2019 cover of 
the Thin Blue Line. Since the May issue was published, OJB’s 
leadership has been in contact with the President and Vice President 
of the LAPPL. Both the President and Vice President had previously 
stated that they wanted open lines of communication if there were 
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ever any issues OJB was aware of concerning the LAPPL and its 
actions. 

So when several members of OJB contacted us to express their 
concern about the May 2019 cover of the Thin Blue Line, we shared 
those concerns with the LAPPL. Additionally, we advised them that 
we would survey the membership so that we could accurately convey 
how much of the membership felt similarly. Because it is our job to 
represent your interests, we did not want to take any final actions 
without first asking you how you felt, then sharing those results with 
you; and finally, advising you of what action we intended to take on 
your behalf. 

To be clear, the survey you each received asking for your feedback 
has not closed. We thereby have not shared any conclusions with the 
LAPPL. We intend to allow you time to fully share your thoughts 
with us, and we will let you know our plan of action before we take 
it. 

Despite what the LAPPL is doing, we, as your Board of Directors, 
remain committed to you and the mission of the Oscar Joel Bryant 
Foundation. We will continue to ensure you are provided the 
resources and guidance to perform your duties at the highest 
level. We will continue to provide you with a platform to have your 
voices heard. And we will continue to represent you in a way that is 
measured, professional, and carries forward the tradition of 
excellence established by all those before us who have served the Los 
Angeles Police Department, this organization, and the residents of 
South Los Angeles with honor, dignity, and respect.

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READ: TOLL GROUP REPLACES NFI/CAL CARTAGE AT PORT OF LA 



After NFI/California Cartage packed up its bags and left the Port of Los Angeles, it left behind a rather large 
space of land. Recently, the port announced that logistics company Toll Group Forwarding has been 
chosen to potentially fill that void.

Toll Group will negotiate with the port to lease the 85-acre site previously held by NFI Industries. The site 
includes 600,000 square feet of warehouse space and open space for trucking operations. California 
Cartage and NFI had occupied the space for more than half a century before it announced its departure 
after losing a multimillion dollar misclassification wage suit. 

According to a statement from Los Angeles City Councilman Joe Buscaino, the contract will include a 
worker retention clause to ensure that a number of former NFI employees will have the first opportunity to 
be rehired. 

“It was unacceptable that a company who routinely misclassified employees, withheld wages and 
maintained an unsafe work environment was allowed to operate on city-owned property for so long,” 
Buscaino said. “I am hopeful that under this new ownership, workers on this site will be classified properly, 
paid their wages, and work in safe conditions. Los Angeles is sending a message that our city will not 
tolerate companies who take advantage of and abuse their workers.” READ MORE... 


READ: NEW TECH AT LAPD MEANS MORE OFFICERS IN THE FIELD 
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Los Angeles Police Department Chief Michel Moore said Thursday that extra money earmarked for new 
computers and digital technology in Mayor Eric Garcetti’s proposed budget will result in a significant boost 
to the percentage of time officers spend in the field. 

Garcetti’s proposed 2019-20 budget includes $14 million for new computers and other tech for the 
department, which is a down payment on what he has estimated is an $80 million need that may take up to 
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three years to complete and also include a matching fund system with the Los Angeles Police Protective 
League that will be raising money privately. 

Moore told the Budget and Finance Committee that in the mid 1990s, the LAPD stopped using handwritten 
reports and began having officers type reports on word processors. READ MORE...

The following is an abbreviated version of Councilmember Buscaino's annual State of the District. Please 
watch the video for the full address. 

"As we look toward the future of this region, I am reminded by my goals when I took office a little more than 
7 years ago to take the determination and discipline that I learned during the 15 years I served as a police 
officer in the LAPD, and use it to create a City that works for the people, not against them. Since I took 
office, this Council District has gained approximately 4,000 jobs, and the average wage in the district 
increased by approximately $10,000 dollars per year to $55,000. The value of building permits pulled in this 
Council District increased more than fourfold since I took office! 



Today I will speak about my economic development strategy that I believe will continue to create more jobs 
and raise salaries. This strategy focuses on three things: 
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Addressing my first focus: Placing transformative projects at the center of the community to set off a 
chain reaction of additional investment that will create more jobs, more housing, more amenities and 
improve the quality of life for community members. 

Our first transformative project before you is the LA Waterfront and the San Pedro Public Market. Our 
second transformative project is the redevelopment of the Rancho San Pedro housing development by the 
One San Pedro Collaborative. 

After I first took office, I worked hard to finally make the Jordan Downs redevelopment a reality- a 
transformative project for the Watts community that deserves better than WWII era housing. 

In Wilmington, we are making significant progress on the transformative $100 million Wilmington Waterfront 
Park. We are also starting the Phase II of our On Avalon Initiative, to support new and existing businesses 
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in that area. And as you just heard, Marathon is helping us with a one million dollar investment toward the 
Wilmington Town Square Park. 

In Harbor City, the $100 million dollar renovation of Ken Malloy Harbor Regional Park and Machado Lake 
has been a catalyst for innovative community programming. 



Addressing my second focus: We all know that Public Safety and Economic Development go hand-in- 
hand. We cannot attract investment and development in the region if people do not feel safe to live here or 
to open their businesses here. Because of the work of our Harbor community, and specifically, our 
Community Police Advisory Board led by Mona Sutton, Mayor Garcetti has included the opening of our jail 
in his budget. Additionally, thanks to the work of James Dimon, a CPAB member, our new batch of patrol 
officers will get back up with new license plate reader cameras that will be coming online this summer. The 
Port Police have recently collaborated with the Los Angeles Fire Department by loaning a fast boat that 
allows fire department personnel to arrive at water calls four times faster. 
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And just as we are committed to working together to prevent crime in the LAPD Harbor and in the 
Southeast Areas, we are also demonstrating leadership to address our City’s most significant social 
crisis: Homelessness. 

This is why we are changing the definition of and attitudes towards shelter. A Bridge Home is the City’s new 
model for a temporary emergency housing program that provides homeless individuals with immediate 
access to shelter and services while they wait for more permanent housing solutions. 

In the past three years, we had mostly concentrated our efforts on supplemental outreach and encampment 
cleanups. But time has proven that cleanups alone do not solve homelessness. Through our outreach, we 
have met many people who are ready to get off the street if there was only someplace to go. For the 
population of homeless unwilling or too sick to accept services at A Bridge Home, Providence Little 
Company of Mary here in San Pedro has recently opened a Behavioral Health Center. 

However, even then, there is another step in the process. Ultimately we must build supportive housing 
throughout the city, otherwise, we will experience a bottleneck between the emergency housing and 
permanent housing. Each of the 15 Council Districts has pledged to build 220 of supportive housing in their 
respective communities, and while we are close to meeting our share here in our district, we must build

much more. So please say YES to supportive housing, so that we can go back to having a safer city for 
everyone that lives here. 



Addressing my third focus: We need to prepare for the future. Our union towns are proud, strong, and 
united. The Port of Los Angeles is the source of one in nine jobs in our region. Without labor, we would not 
have a Port or a community. 

So as the talk about automation starts to present some new realities, and threatens our hard-working men 
and women, we must remind ourselves that we are nothing without each other. We must not allow the life¬ 
blood of our communities - our workforce - to be so easily replaced. We also must seize this moment to 
ensure that good paying union jobs are preserved and we must put a plan in place to make sure that the 
next generation is well-equipped for the work of the future and that no one is left behind. And I pledge to 
work with the Mayor, the port, labor, and business to start looking at how we put that plan in place. We must 
control our own destiny. 

Because the technology sector will be so important to the future of the Harbor Area, the City needs a private 
sector ambassador to help raise awareness about all we have to offer. This is why I am very proud to 
announce today the appointment of Ann Lee Carpenter as my first Chief Innovation Officer. As we prepare 
for the next generation workforce, we also need to think about how to create livable communities for our 
future workforce. 
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As someone who started his career in this city as a Recreation Assistant for the Department of Recreation 
and Parks, I personally know the enormous value park programming and infrastructure can have on a 
child’s life. Since I took office, we’ve improved and modernized nearly a dozen parks, community gardens, 
and pools in the district! By next year we will have built four new skateparks in the CD15. 

But I still feel we have not done enough. There are still many neighborhoods in the northern part of the 
district that don’t have a park within walking distance. We also have the smallest tree canopy in the City. 
And because of drought conditions and pest threats, we may lose up to one-third of our trees in Los 
Angeles. For all of these reasons, I have started the process to place a measure on next year’s ballot to 
fund improvements to our recreation centers, parks, and tree canopy. 
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At the beginning of my remarks, I said the truth is that there is still so much work to do to ensure a better 
quality of life for everyone. We must build a wide network of support in each community. The bottom line is 
that the secret to our success is to work together and support each other. 

This secret to our success was proven by a group of amazing teens in Harbor City who call themselves the 
Cash Crew. These teens worked passionately and diligently with my office to create the design and identify 
funding for a new skatepark in their community. They had a goal, and they executed it perfectly while 
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learning some great lessons that will be with them for the rest of their lives. Their new $600,000 skatepark 
is opening this summer! 



We can create anything if we work together! We will prepare for the future of housing, the future of work and 
the future of public spaces together!

WATCH: CICLAVIA WILMINGTON

The throngs pedaled, skated and strolled through Wilmington on Sunday, April 28, as CicLAvia came to the 
Port of Los Angeles to spread a message of community and low-tech transportation. 

The 2.25-mile route spanned Avalon Boulevard between hubs of the Wilmington Waterfront Park and 
Banning Park. 

Inspired by the ciclovia events that started 40 years ago in Bogota, Colombia, the first CicLAvia was held on

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The events have been held in Arleta, Boyle Heights, Chinatown, Culver City, East LA, Echo Park, 
Koreatown, Historic Downtown LA, Little Tokyo, MacArthur Park, Mar Vista, Pacoima, Panorama City, 
Pasadena, the San Fernando Valley, Southeast cities, South LA, Venice, Harbor Area (San Pedro and 
Wilmington) and Wilshire Boulevard.

Banning, known as “The Father of the Port of Los Angeles,” built a transportation hub near the water where 
he operated a freighting business and a stagecoach line in the 1800s.

A BRIDGE HOME UPDATE: WATTS' SITE FUNDING APPROVED 
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This week the CAO's funding report for the Watts' Bridge Home site and its recommendations were 
approved by the LA City Council. This means that the project will be moving forward. Next steps include 
selecting a site operator, the private security operator, working with the community to determine final design 
elements and more. There are nearly 25 Bridge Home projects throughout the City in different stages of the 
City Council process including two others in Council District 15. 
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PLANNING4LA: NEW CITY PLANNING PROCESSES AND PROCEDURES 



The Processes and Procedures Ordinance has been developed as part of the Planning Department’s larger 
comprehensive revision to the City of Los Angeles' Zoning Code, also known as re:code LA . The Processes 
and Procedures Ordinance comprehensively reorganizes the administrative provisions of the Zoning Code 
into a more user-friendly listing of the way the Department processes applications and requests, creating 
the new Administration article of Chapter 1A of the Los Angeles Municipal Code. The intent of the 
Processes and Procedures Ordinance is to: 

• Outline the existing authorities of the decision makers who can act on specified requests; 
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• Standardize the procedures for the different types of project review; 

• Establish a standard organization and visual format of procedures with flowcharts; and 

• Relocate all of the processes throughout the current Zoning Code into one central location.

READ: PORT TRUCK DRIVERS CONTINUE FIGHT FOR WORKERS RIGHTS

Twice this year the Los Angeles Harbor Commission has voted to give special treatment to corporate 
criminal Cal Cartage, only to have its decisions overridden by the City Council. 

On Nov. 15, the company struck back, sending a contingent of workers to the Harbor Commission meeting 
to harangue Los Angeles City Councilman Joe Buscaino and the Teamsters, neither of which had anything 
to do with the company's long history of lawless behavior, which the Harbor Commission has done nothing 
to curb. 

On April 5, 2018, the LA Harbor Commission approved a one-year Foreign Trade Zone (FTZ) Operating 
Agreement with the company. On May 8, the City Council unanimously vetoed it. On Sept. 20, the Harbor 
Commission granted Cal Cartage a new lease, which the City Council unanimously vetoed on Oct. 12, after 
which the port issued a 30-day notice to terminate possession. 

Between the two actions, on Sept. 13, the United States Department of Labor announced that Cal Cartage 
must pay $3,573,074 to more than 1,416 employees for violating federal contract provisions of the 
McNamara-O’Hara Service Contract Act by failing to pay prevailing wages, as well as health and welfare 
benefits. READ MORE... 


CALTRANS' HARBOR BEACON PARK AND RIDE SLOPE STABILIZATION PROJECT 
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The slope at the Harbor Beacon Park and Ride lot was damaged by heavy winter storms. A project was 
initiated in 2015 to repair the slope with a stabilization technique called soil nail anchoring. During 
construction, the soil engineer discovered that the fill of the slope was composed of material which was not 
suitable for the technique that was chosen to stabilize the slope. Therefore, a new project was created to 
address the site condition. A soldier pile wall was recommended by soil engineers for the stability of the 
slope. This work is being performed to protect and stabilize the slope and prevent undermining and damage 
to homes on top of the slope. Once this work is completed, future permanent erosion control measures will 
be placed and maintained, including irrigation and planting throughout the slope. 

Schedule 

Construction began summer 2018 and has an anticipated completion date of spring 2020. The project is 50 
percent completed as of November 2018. 

This project is being completed by CalTrans and is federally funded.

CO-OP FILM’S MESSAGE HITS CLOSE TO HOME

I was born and raised in Detroit, a once mighty city that by the 
time I moved away in the early 1990s was served only by a single 
chain of grocery stores. I have learned since that that chain 
closed shop some years ago, leaving the city without a major, 
convenient source of food. Imagine that. A city of 800,000 people, 
mostly of color, without a ready source of fresh, nutritious food. 

While watching Food for Change, I was reminded that that was 
not always the case. When I was a child growing up in Detroit, it 
was a vibrant, enterprising metropolis with plenty of grocery 
options such as A&P, Kroger, Farmer Jacks, and other big 
providers of food. But after the 1967 riot, major grocery stores 
followed the steady stream of white flight and abandoned the city 
too. My family and everyone else were left to drive miles to the 
suburbs to find healthy food in ample variety or depend on bounty 
from the Midwest’s tradition of home gardening, which produced a 
surplus of fresh fruits and vegetables to share, and its love of 

fishing and hunting.

When Food for Change depicted the story of a co-op that thrived 
in a black New York City neighborhood back in the 1960s, it was 
very meaningful for me. And after the screening, when Bahni 
Turpin commented that the food co-op movement had deep roots 
in the black community, which frequently had to develop its own 
sources of food starting in the Reconstruction era following the 
end of slavery in the United States, I was gratified to learn this 

history. 

In the late 1980s, a small food co-op opened in Detroit near where 
I worked. I visited the co-op a couple of times, but I did not join it. I 
think that was because it felt foreign to me, lacking the wide aisles 
and bright lights of a bustling supermarket, but also because 
though it was situated adjacent to a large university located in the 
city’s center, I did not see other people of color shopping there or 

involved in its operations. 

Today I am a proud participating member of SoLA, and through its 
many informative and educational events such its presentation of 
the wonderful Food for Change film, I have learned much about 
the history of and struggles for food in America, stories I won’t 
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forget and which inspire me to be part of the solution I want to 


see.

Wild Rice Pilaf With Butternut Squash, Cranberries, 
and Pecans 

by Cathy Elton 

Serves 8 

Ingredients 

1 medium butternut squash, peeled, seeded and cut into small 
cubes 

2 cups wild rice, rinsed 

6 cups vegetable stock (or half water, half stock) 

1 medium onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 cup dried cranberries 
14 cup warm water 

2 tablespoons red wine vinegar 
3/4 cup toasted pecans, chopped 

3 tablespoons chopped Italian parsley 

1/4 cup + 2 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

Zest of 1 lemon 

1/2 teaspoon ground cumin 

1/4 teaspoon ground cardamom (optional but good!) 
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1/4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 cup freshly squeezed lemon juice 
1/4 cup freshly squeezed orange juice 
1 tablespoon minced fresh ginger 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Preparation 

Heat oven to 400 degrees. 

Toss the butternut squash with 1 tablespoon of olive oil, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Spread the squash on two baking 
sheets. Roast until tender and starting to brown, about 20 
minutes (check earlier if your pieces are very small). 

Heat 1 tablespoon of olive oil in a medium skillet. Saute the 
onion and garlic for 3-4 minutes. 

Place the dried cranberries in a bowl with the warm water and 
vinegar. Let sit for 10 minutes, then drain. 

In a medium bowl, whisk together the remaining olive oil, lemon 
zest, cumin, cardamom, cinnamon, orange juice, lemon juice 
and fresh ginger. 

Place the wild rice and stock in a medium saucepan. Heat to a 
boil, then reduce heat, cover and simmer for 40 minutes, or until 
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some of the grains start to split. The rice should still be quite 
chewy. Drain thoroughly and place in a large bowl. 

Add the onions and garlic, cranberries, parsley, pecans and 
dressing to the wild rice and stir. Gently mix in the roasted 
squash. Serve warm if possible, or at room temperature. 


Dairy Free Mac n Cheese with Broccoli and Black 
Pepper 

by Virtual Vegan 

Ingredients 

. 600 mis / 2 V 2 cups water 
. 1 medium potato , peeled and cubed 

• 50g / y 3 cup carrots , chopped 

. 4 cloves garlic , chopped, or use 1 teaspoon garlic powder) 
• 3 tablespoons onion , chopped, or use V 2 teaspoon onion 

powder 

• !4 small green chile (optional) 

• 1 small tomato , chopped 
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. 30g / % cup raw cashews , or macadamias (or 1/4 cup 
pepitas to make nut-free) 

• 225g / 2 14 cups broccoli, chopped 

• % teaspoon prepared mustard 

• 2 teaspoons soy sauce , or tamari (or coconut aminos to 

make soy-free) 

• 4 tablespoons nutritional yeast 
. 2 teaspoons fresh lemon juice 

• 2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil, omit to make oil-free 

• % teaspoon salt, or more to taste 

. 14 teaspoon paprika 
• 14 teaspoon sriracha sauce (optional) 

• 14 teaspoon white pepper 

• 1 14 teaspoons freshly ground black pepper, or to taste, 

divided 

. 10-12 ounces cooked elbow pasta , gluten-free if 

necessary 

Instructions 
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In a medium skillet over medium-high heat, combine the 
water, potato, carrots, garlic, onion, chile (if using), tomato, 
and cashews. Cover the skillet and cook 18 to 20 minutes, 
or until the potato is very tender. Let the mixture cool 

slightly.

Meanwhile, bring a medium saucepan of water to a boil 
over high heat. Add the broccoli and cook for 2 minutes. 
Drain the broccoli and set aside. Then cook the macaroni as 
per the instructions on the packaging. Usually it's for around 
8-10 minutes. Alternatively, you can add the broccoli to the 

cooking pasta pot in the last two minutes.

Combine the potato mixture (along with its liquid), mustard, 
soy sauce, nutritional yeast, lemon juice, oil, paprika, and 
sriracha (if using) in a blender. Blend for 1 minute, let the 

mixture rest for 1 minute, and blend again until smooth.

Transfer the mixture to the saucepan over medium heat. 
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Add the salt, white pepper, and V 2 teaspoon of the black 
pepper, stirring to combine. Add some additional water to 

adjust the consistency if the sauce is too thick.

Bring the sauce almost to a boil. Taste and adjust the 
seasonings. Add the elbow pasta and broccoli. Stir to 
combine, cover the saucepan, and cook for 3 minutes. Let 
the mixture sit for 2 minutes. Add the remaining 1 teaspoon 
black pepper. Sprinkle some more pepper on each serving, 

if desired. 


Warm Brussels Sprout Salad With Apples & 

Pomegranate

Ingredients: 

For the salad: 

1 tbsp olive oil 
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1 tbsp ghee (or coconut oil, or try Nutiva Butter Flavored Coconut 

Oil 

1 lb. fresh Brussels sprouts, halved & quartered 
1 large apple, sliced 
1 sprig fresh rosemary, chopped 
1/2 cup dried cranberries 
1/2 cup walnut helves 
1 pomegranate, seeded 

For the dressing (optional): 

Juice of 1/2 an orange 
1 tsp apple cider vinegar 
1 tbsp olive oil 

In a large skillet or frying pan, heat the oil and ghee on medium 
heat. While the pan heats up, rinse and chop the Brussels sprouts 

and thinly slice the apple. 

Add apples and Brussels sprouts to the hot pan and toss to lightly 
coat with oil/ghee, cover and cook, stirring occasionally, until 
sprouts and apples are tender (about 10 minutes). When cooking 
is almost through, add the rosemary and toss to combine. Add the 
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cranberries and walnuts and mix. Top with pomegranate seeds 

just before serving. 

To make the dressing, whisk together the orange juice, apple 
cider vinegar, and olive oil. Drizzle over the salad or serve along 

side of it.

CO-OP FILM’S MESSAGE HITS CLOSE TO HOME

I was born and raised in Detroit, a once mighty city that by the 
time I moved away in the early 1990s was served only by a single 
chain of grocery stores. I have learned since that that chain 
closed shop some years ago, leaving the city without a major, 
convenient source of food. Imagine that. A city of 800,000 people, 
mostly of color, without a ready source of fresh, nutritious food. 

While watching Food for Change, I was reminded that that was 
not always the case. When I was a child growing up in Detroit, it 
was a vibrant, enterprising metropolis with plenty of grocery 
options such as A&P, Kroger, Farmer Jacks, and other big 
providers of food. But after the 1967 riot, major grocery stores 
followed the steady stream of white flight and abandoned the city 
too. My family and everyone else were left to drive miles to the 
suburbs to find healthy food in ample variety or depend on bounty 
from the Midwest’s tradition of home gardening, which produced a 
surplus of fresh fruits and vegetables to share, and its love of 

fishing and hunting.

When Food for Change depicted the story of a co-op that thrived 
in a black New York City neighborhood back in the 1960s, it was 
very meaningful for me. And after the screening, when Bahni 
Turpin commented that the food co-op movement had deep roots 
in the black community, which frequently had to develop its own 
sources of food starting in the Reconstruction era following the 
end of slavery in the United States, I was gratified to learn this 

history. 

In the late 1980s, a small food co-op opened in Detroit near where 
I worked. I visited the co-op a couple of times, but I did not join it. I 
think that was because it felt foreign to me, lacking the wide aisles 
and bright lights of a bustling supermarket, but also because 
though it was situated adjacent to a large university located in the 
city’s center, I did not see other people of color shopping there or 

involved in its operations. 

Today I am a proud participating member of SoLA, and through its 
many informative and educational events such its presentation of 
the wonderful Food for Change film, I have learned much about 
the history of and struggles for food in America, stories I won’t 
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forget and which inspire me to be part of the solution I want to 


see.

Wild Rice Pilaf With Butternut Squash, Cranberries, 
and Pecans 

by Cathy Elton 

Serves 8 

Ingredients 

1 medium butternut squash, peeled, seeded and cut into small 
cubes 

2 cups wild rice, rinsed 

6 cups vegetable stock (or half water, half stock) 

1 medium onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 cup dried cranberries 
14 cup warm water 

2 tablespoons red wine vinegar 
3/4 cup toasted pecans, chopped 

3 tablespoons chopped Italian parsley 

1/4 cup + 2 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

Zest of 1 lemon 

1/2 teaspoon ground cumin 

1/4 teaspoon ground cardamom (optional but good!) 
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1/4 teaspoon cinnamon 
1/4 cup freshly squeezed lemon juice 
1/4 cup freshly squeezed orange juice 
1 tablespoon minced fresh ginger 
Salt and pepper to taste 

Preparation 

Heat oven to 400 degrees. 

Toss the butternut squash with 1 tablespoon of olive oil, and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. Spread the squash on two baking 
sheets. Roast until tender and starting to brown, about 20 
minutes (check earlier if your pieces are very small). 

Heat 1 tablespoon of olive oil in a medium skillet. Saute the 
onion and garlic for 3-4 minutes. 

Place the dried cranberries in a bowl with the warm water and 
vinegar. Let sit for 10 minutes, then drain. 

In a medium bowl, whisk together the remaining olive oil, lemon 
zest, cumin, cardamom, cinnamon, orange juice, lemon juice 
and fresh ginger. 

Place the wild rice and stock in a medium saucepan. Heat to a 
boil, then reduce heat, cover and simmer for 40 minutes, or until 
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some of the grains start to split. The rice should still be quite 
chewy. Drain thoroughly and place in a large bowl. 

Add the onions and garlic, cranberries, parsley, pecans and 
dressing to the wild rice and stir. Gently mix in the roasted 
squash. Serve warm if possible, or at room temperature. 


Dairy Free Mac n Cheese with Broccoli and Black 
Pepper 

by Virtual Vegan 

Ingredients 

. 600 mis / 2 V 2 cups water 
. 1 medium potato , peeled and cubed 

• 50g / y 3 cup carrots , chopped 

. 4 cloves garlic , chopped, or use 1 teaspoon garlic powder) 
• 3 tablespoons onion , chopped, or use V 2 teaspoon onion 

powder 

• !4 small green chile (optional) 

• 1 small tomato , chopped 
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. 30g / % cup raw cashews , or macadamias (or 1/4 cup 
pepitas to make nut-free) 

• 225g / 2 14 cups broccoli, chopped 

• % teaspoon prepared mustard 

• 2 teaspoons soy sauce , or tamari (or coconut aminos to 

make soy-free) 

• 4 tablespoons nutritional yeast 
. 2 teaspoons fresh lemon juice 

• 2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive oil, omit to make oil-free 

• % teaspoon salt, or more to taste 

. 14 teaspoon paprika 
• 14 teaspoon sriracha sauce (optional) 

• 14 teaspoon white pepper 

• 1 14 teaspoons freshly ground black pepper, or to taste, 

divided 

. 10-12 ounces cooked elbow pasta , gluten-free if 

necessary 

Instructions 
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In a medium skillet over medium-high heat, combine the 
water, potato, carrots, garlic, onion, chile (if using), tomato, 
and cashews. Cover the skillet and cook 18 to 20 minutes, 
or until the potato is very tender. Let the mixture cool 

slightly.

Meanwhile, bring a medium saucepan of water to a boil 
over high heat. Add the broccoli and cook for 2 minutes. 
Drain the broccoli and set aside. Then cook the macaroni as 
per the instructions on the packaging. Usually it's for around 
8-10 minutes. Alternatively, you can add the broccoli to the 

cooking pasta pot in the last two minutes. 

• 

Combine the potato mixture (along with its liquid), mustard, 
soy sauce, nutritional yeast, lemon juice, oil, paprika, and 
sriracha (if using) in a blender. Blend for 1 minute, let the 

mixture rest for 1 minute, and blend again until smooth. 

• 

Transfer the mixture to the saucepan over medium heat. 
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Add the salt, white pepper, and V 2 teaspoon of the black 
pepper, stirring to combine. Add some additional water to 

adjust the consistency if the sauce is too thick.

Bring the sauce almost to a boil. Taste and adjust the 
seasonings. Add the elbow pasta and broccoli. Stir to 
combine, cover the saucepan, and cook for 3 minutes. Let 
the mixture sit for 2 minutes. Add the remaining 1 teaspoon 
black pepper. Sprinkle some more pepper on each serving, 

if desired. 


Warm Brussels Sprout Salad With Apples & 

Pomegranate

Ingredients: 

For the salad: 

1 tbsp olive oil 
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1 tbsp ghee (or coconut oil, or try Nutiva Butter Flavored Coconut 

Oil 

1 lb. fresh Brussels sprouts, halved & quartered 
1 large apple, sliced 
1 sprig fresh rosemary, chopped 
1/2 cup dried cranberries 
1/2 cup walnut helves 
1 pomegranate, seeded 

For the dressing (optional): 

Juice of 1/2 an orange 
1 tsp apple cider vinegar 
1 tbsp olive oil 

In a large skillet or frying pan, heat the oil and ghee on medium 
heat. While the pan heats up, rinse and chop the Brussels sprouts 

and thinly slice the apple. 

Add apples and Brussels sprouts to the hot pan and toss to lightly 
coat with oil/ghee, cover and cook, stirring occasionally, until 
sprouts and apples are tender (about 10 minutes). When cooking 
is almost through, add the rosemary and toss to combine. Add the

WATCH: BUILDING A BRIDGE HOME: ADDRESSING HOMELESSNESS 
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Councilmember Mike Bonin unveils the draft design for A Bridge Home in Venice. There are 24 proposals 
throughout Los Angeles for the Bridge Home initiative, and this is just one of them. This ensures the 
distribution of responsibility city-wide to address our homeless crisis. We have two choices: 1. Allow people 
to continue living on our sidewalks, or 2. Bring them inside. A Bridge Home is temporary emergency 
housing. The first Bridge Home which opened near Olvera Street in Downtown LA just over a month ago, 
has 45 beds. Staff there have already found permanent housing for four of this first 45 people. The next 
Bridge Home site will open in January in Hollywood. In San Pedro and Wilmington, we are still waiting to 
see if our proposed sites are viable. I support A Bridge Home because I believe it will be a marked 
improvement from our current situation where too many people are living on our streets. WATCH...

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Mayor Eric Garcetti was joined today by Councilmember Joe Buscaino, LAWA Commissioner Sean Burton, 
LAWA CEO Deborah Flint and American Airlines CEO Doug Parker at the groundbreaking ceremony for a 
$1.6 billion modernization project that will reinvent Terminals 4 and 5 at Los Angeles International Airport 
(LAX). 

“Los Angeles is at a global crossroads — a place where the world comes to meet, innovate, and create,” 
said Los Angeles Mayor Eric Garcetti. “American Airlines' commitment to the reinvention of Terminals 4 and 
5 will better connect L.A. to the world, while creating good, middle-class jobs for Angelenos.” 

The transformation of Terminals 4 and 5 will provide travelers with a world-class experience at two of LAX’s 
busiest terminals. The first phase of the work, which amounts to a $287 million initial investment, will result 
in the construction of a Terminal Vertical Core between Terminals 4 and 5 which will connect to the 
Automated People Mover. In total, the $1.6 billion project is expected to generate more than 6,000 jobs. 

LAX is undergoing a $14 billion transformation that began in 2009. The centerpiece of the LAX reinvention 
is the Landside Access Modernization Plan (LAMP), which will result in the construction of an Automated 
People Mover (APM). Once completed, the people mover will shuttle travelers directly between terminals, 
parking and ground transportation facilities — easing congestion at the airport and in surrounding 
communities. 

“Our city is an engine of economic progress, and airports are one of our nation's most important public 
infrastructure assets that contribute to our economy. This is why I could not be more proud that American 
Airlines is investing over a billion and a half dollars to modernize its terminals at LAX. This modernization 
will greatly improve the customer experience, reflect positively on our city, and be a source of well-paying 
local jobs,” said Councilmember Buscaino, Chairman of the Trade, Travel, and Tourism Committee. 

The LAX infrastructure investments come at a critical moment as 2017 was the third consecutive year that 
the airport achieved record-setting levels for both domestic and international passengers. As a result, LAX 
is now the fifth busiest airport in the world and second busiest in the United States. 

“Today marks an important milestone in the journey to creating an airport experience second to none,” said 
Deborah Flint, CEO, LAWA. “The improvements included in the lease agreement between Los Angeles 
World Airports and American Airlines are ones that go to the heart of the guest experience. Working 
together with our airline partners as we reimagine our airport, we will transform LAX into the gold-standard 
airport that this city deserves.” 

“Our mission to create a world-class airport can only be realized in collaboration with our airline partners like

FIRE PREVENTION: NEW BRUSH CLEARANCE REQUIREMENTS IN EFFECT 

Record-setting temperatures, red flag days, and dry conditions have fueled massive fires in Los Angeles. 
They are spreading faster and burning more than years past. 

After a number of fires broke out in the hillsides over the last year, the City Council approved an ordinance 
to increase requirements for brush clearance and fire safety in Very High Fire Hazard Severity Zones 
(VHFHSZ). 

The Ordinance bans metal cutting blades on equipment such as weed whackers and has a number of 
requirements for brush clearance in VHFHSZ. 

Some of the requirements include: 

• Brush clearance cannot be done on red flag days; 

• Individuals engaged in grass or brush clearance operations shall not engage in any other activities during 
their actual clearance of grass or brush; 

• A two-gallon water fire extinguisher, a pressurized garden hose with attached nozzle (fully open) shall be 
within 10 feet of any grass or brush clearance activities; and 

• A cell phone capable of dialing 9-1-1 shall be charged and readily accessible to the grass or brush 
clearance operation. 

Anyone observed violating the new rules could face hefty fines. To report violators, contact the Los Angeles 
Fire Department by calling or emailing. The Ordinance is effective now.

The story of San Pedro's history is being glued, tile by tile, onto a 200-foot-long wall on 25th Street. 

This mosaic is a feast for the eyes whether you're just driving by or taking the time to stop. 

There are whale barnacles and starfish painted with individual cute, little 
faces. There are cut-out houses labeled with family names. Every conceivable historical, or pertinent factoid
